sons of opera, and have been for many.. 
more. Waahlngton and PittsbnrR in 
the cast. Cincinnati and ChlcaRO In the 
middle west and Ban Francisco on the 
Pacific coast, with intermediate cities j 
for short seasons. 
In New Orleans ' 


there ts an opera house (the only one 
of the kind In the United States) where 
French opera Is given exclusively In 
French. It has been in existence for 
more than a half century.* 


The, public is .tolerably conversant 


with the vicissitudes and tribulations 
that encompass a season of. opera and 
follow -In Its wake. Tho rath of the 
Impresario has been more cactus lined 
than strewn ..with rosebuds. But the 
public Is music mad and has been ever 
since a lot of the Florentine nobility 
got together at the end of the sixteenth 
century-.and. resolved to.free dramatic 
music from its turmoils.
